Ttio Richmond Excorslon.

On. Friday evening, October 26th, the
writer joined tbe_excursion party from De¬
troit, Mich., and other points In the North¬
west, which' had left Detroit in the morn¬

ing, undtTthe supervision of Messrs. Eberta
and Hulett. Wo were soon underway,
and arrived at Portsmouth on time, and
were Immediately transferred to tbe steam¬
ers Fannie Dugan and Scioto, which were
to convey us to Huntington, west Ya., the
western "terminus of the Cheeapeake and
Ohio railroad. / . i

The Scioto having made a bad start from
Portsmouth, was late in reaching Hunting-;
ton, which we did, however, at about 9
o'clock on Saturday morning. Here we

found those who had secured passage on

tbe Dusran quietly waiting and watching for
us. We were soon comfortably seated in
the ears of a special train placed at our dis¬
posal by the management of the railroad. It
was soon discovered that our train was to
run as an extra and to be entitled to the road,
a favor which was duly appreciated. -

We left Huntington at 10 o'clock, and
soon were made aware of some of the ar¬

rangements for our enjoyment, understand-
ingly, of the country through ^wbicli we

were about to pass. We had with us Mr.
Sam. T. DeFord, the northwestern passen¬
ger agent of tbe Chesapeake and Ohio road
at Cincinnati; Captain J. C. Dame, the
southern agent at Richmond, who came to

Huntington especially to see to tlie comfort
and pleasure of tbe excursionists; Mr.
Frank Binford, as agent of the Virginia
Steamboat Company : and others whose
names have escaped us. These gentlemen
furnished all the information needed, either
orally or by printed matter, of which they
had an abundance, and of a very satisfac¬
tory kind.
The scenery along the line of the road

from Hunington to Kanawha Falls Is fine.
On cither side the hills rise to a considerable
height, at some points reaching an altitude
of 700 feet, and at this season of. the year
the foliage is splendid in its beauty. As we

approached Kanawha Falls we began to get
a foretaste of that which was toeome in the

way of scenery of the wildest Kind, and
every one became anxious to get a view of
the falls and their surroundings. These
falls are but a short distance below the junc¬
tion of Gauley and New rivers. Their ap¬
pearance was a disappointment to many, as

they had formed an exaggerated notion of
their magnitude. At this point we enter,
the mountainous portion of the line, and
we were utterly astonished at the grandeur
of tbe panoramic views disclosed to our

gaze as we are whirled along. At a point
nine miles east of Kanawha-Falls station
the road crosses the New river on an iron
bridge nearly 700 feet in length, and on our

left, towering 600 feet above us, are tbe
Hawk's Nest clifl's, which were readily re¬

cognized and pointed out to us by Carter
Jackson, of this city, who tramped over
'that country on bis way to Ohio in 1836.
As We pass over this portion of the road

it becomes a matter of great surprise how
any man could conceive that it was at sill
practicable to carry a Jm e of milway through
such a region. In many places tbe rocky
face, of the mountains "extended down to
the water's edge and towered hundreds of
feet perpendicularly upward, and in order
to make a bed for the road the face of these
points had to be cutaway. But a few years
back and the man who had proposed such a

thing would have been considered a fit sub¬
ject for a straight-jacket. But this is an

age of progress, and the idea was not only
conceived, but the men to undertake tbe
work came to the front, and to-day their
Work stands almost at tbe very head of the
achievements of engineering in this country.
A point of wonder is how this has heen ac¬

complished on such easy grades.
We travelled through a region of the wikl-

est.grandeur until night overtook us, and we
were compelled, perforce, to rest from view¬
ing the wonders revealed. J
Daylight on Sunday morning found us

about Gordonsville, and active preparations
were made for a descent on Richmond,
\ybere we arrived at about 8 o'clock.

RICHMOND.
After a general clean-up and a good

breakfast the party divided hp into smaller
squads, and went wherever their inclination
led them. Some of them went to church-
many attending St. John's church (Episco¬
pal), which is situated on Church Ilill, and
is the place where Patrick iienry in 1775
made his celebrated speech, so familiar to
all of us in our school-days, in which he
used the words, "Give me liberty or give
me death " ; some to the Monumental
church, which stands on the site of the
Theatre which burned in 1811; causing
the loss of seventy-five lives, among
them Governor Smith; while many others
spent the forenoon in visiting other
points of interest in the city, among
others Libbv Prison, which* had to
some of lis a local interest, as it was there
that some of our citizens.Captain W. H.
Douglas, Jr., and Lieuteuant Edjrar Higbv,
who made their escape through the famous
tunnel, and Captain Sam. H. Ewing, and
others. enjoyed fhe hospitalities of the
place as the guests of the Southern Con¬
federacy. In the aftornoon a carriage-ride
was taken, aud many points of interest were
visited, among them Hollywood cemetery,
where eleven thousand Confederate dead
are buried. A monument in the form of a

pyramid ninety feet uigh, of granite, has
been erected to thcnr memory. Several of
the hills were visited, from which magnifi¬
cent views are to be had. The Slate prison,
the reservoirs of the water-works, General
Lee's residence, St. John's church, and va¬
rious other points, were visited.

THE JAMES RIVER.

Oa Monday morning almost the entire
party took passage on the steamer Ariel for
a trip down the James river to Old Point
Comfort and Fortress Monroe.
We were now on historic ground (?), not

onJy with a view to recent events, but to
those connected with the early history of
our«o«ntry- Any attempt on our part to

give a detailed description of the many
points of deep interest to the tourist
would be out of place in the «cope of an

article like this, and want of space forbids,
as the subject is a large one. Suffice it for
oarpurpose to tooch on a few points that
suggest .themselves. History tells us that
Newport and Smith ascended the James as

far *s Richmond hi 1607. The finet point of
interest aftesr Jeaving Richmond is the resi¬
dence aad borial-place of Powhatan, the cel¬
ebrated Indita Chief. A huge boulder, it is
claimed, mark* his grare. Near this point
wc reaeb the wiuRivej? of the Chesapeake and
Ohio fttilroad Comparer, which aw very
extewive, / !-
Ad object of great interest to uli-aT us

was Ibe "Dutch Gap canal," work on
which was commenced in 1664 hy General
Butler with a "Hew to evading some heaver
batteries which prevented the ascent of the j
gunboats. He never completed it, hut it!
was aftejrwards done by the United State*
Government and the city of Richmond.
What surprised us all was its shortness
bejog only 481 feet in leugth'and ISO feet
wide, and has a depth at present of 15 feet
wbeo the tide Is out. It cute off seven mires
of travel, and has proven to be money well
spont* 'Hfrif
City Point, at the mouth of the Appomat¬

tox, is noted as belpg during the war the
headquarters of General Grant, und was
visited bv President Lincoln wheti o& his
war to Richmond.
JwoertowR m» another point o! interest*

Here it Is claimed was made tbe tint white
settlement of tbe English in America, and,
it waa for a long time ttie cbfef ' towh of the
country. But its gldfy has departed, and
naught remains to be seen but a few j-ufus,
tbe most notable of which is a portion of
tbe tower of tbe old church in which it is
said Pocahontaswas married to John Bolfe.
At this place, in 1620, was laid tbe founda¬
tion of slavery in our country.
Newport News is' situated at the point

where the Jflme3 river enters Hampton
Roads. It wfca off this point that tbe great
naval battle was fought which resulted in
tbe sinking of the "Cumberland" and
burning of the ^Congress," and practically,
was tbe deatb-kneJl of wooden warrvessels.
Our steamer -landed at Old PointComfort

a little after 4 o'clock in tbo afternoon, and
after registering our names at tbe Hygeia
Hotel, the entire party hastened to Fortress
Monroe, and arrived In time to witness
dress-parade and makea tour around the
walls before night came on. The next
morning tbe greater portion of tbe party,
returned to -Richmond on the_.8teamer,;
white a party of seven, of whom the>rit^r
was one, cut loose from the James as a basfs
of opeiations, and took the steamer for!
Norfolk, distant about fifteen miles across
Hampton Itoads. We found Norfolk a much;
livelier place than we had anticipated. Bu-
piness appeared to. be good, especially in
tbe cotton trade, that city having hereto¬
fore claimed to rank as second in point of
shipments of cotton, and further claim that
so far this season they are ahead. Immense
quantities of "truck" are shipped from
Norfolk to all parts of the country.
During our stay we visited Portsmouth,,

which lies on tbe opposite side of Elizabeth
river, and went to the navy-yard, which is
situated in Gosport, a suburb of the city.
While there we visited tbe Quinuebaug, a
steam vessel of war, which was in the dock
being overhauled preparatory to going on a

three-years' cruise. Tbe thanks of our par¬
ty arc due to Midshipman Knapp for his
kindness in showing us around: Tbe
Franklin, the flag-ship of tbe North-Atlan¬
tic squadron, lies in the stream.
From Norfolk we went by rail to Peters¬

burg und spent a half day in visiting the
battle-fields around the city. We stopped
at the Bollingbrook Hotel, and found in the
person of General D. A. Weisiger, tbe pro¬
prietor, the leader of the party that recap¬
tured the "Crater," or mine, that was
sprung .during the siege of tbe city. He
very cheerfully accompanied us to the spoty
and gave us a very complete description of
the place and the manner in which it wasi
constructed, exploded, and retaken. In the
evening our party of seven returned to
Richmond and found that the others had
been "received" by Governor Holliday du¬
ring tbe forenoon in a very handsome "man¬
ner.
On Thursday we visited tbe State Fair,

and, although the day was a very disagree¬
able one, we enjoyed it very much, seeing
many things that were new to us. The
principal feature of tbe day was the com¬

petitive drill of tbe military companies and
a review of tbe troops bv the Governor.
From a Buckeye standpoint the Fair, would
not oc considered as a very great success.
The exhibition, however, in some of its de¬
partments was very creditable, and evi¬
dently showed a marked improvement over
former years. . :

On Friday as . many as desired to do
so accepted a kind invitation from the
offieials of the Petersburg and Richmond
railroad to visit Petersburg. On their ar¬

rival they were, received by some of the citit
zens and escorted to Jurratt's Hotel, and
from there a visit was made to the tobacco
manufactory of Messrs. C. A. Jackson
Co., and were courteously received and
shown through the establishment by the
proprietors and' their assistants* They af¬
terwards visited the Petersburg Cotton Mill
Company's mill. On returning to the hotel
dinner was announced, and a .very pleas¬
ant time aftT the cloth was removed (figu¬
ratively speaking) and the ladies bad re¬
tired.- We were welcomed by Dr. D. W.
Lassiter in a few remarks, and a reply was
made by Colonel Phelps, of Detroit.

After dinner carriages were taken, and
the party made a visit to the fortifications,
going over much the same ground as made
by the seven friends two days previous, al¬
though a much more extended examination
was made of the old Blandford church,
which was built in 1735 of brick brought
from England. It is not much to the credit
oj the parties having the control of the pro¬
perty that it has been allowed to go to de¬
cay. The party returned to Richmond in
the evening, feeling that one of the plea-
santest parts of Jibeir trip to Virginia was
their visit to Petersburg, and will *ver be
held iu pleasant memory.
Having captured Richmond and Peters¬

burg, about fifty of the excursionists con¬
cluded to retire in good order to their
homes, and accordingly left Richmond on

Saturday morning at half-past 7 o'clock;
Right here occurred another of those.evi-
deoces of good friendship. The trfcin on
which we left ordinarily does not run be¬
yond Covington on Saturday nights, but
Mr. DeFord made an arrangement.to have
it go through to Huntington, and Mr.
George Chandler, of our own Scioto Val-
'ley -railway, telegraphed and bad the Scioto
meet us at Huntington on Sunday and carry
us to Portsmouth, thus enabliug'us.to reach
home a day sooner, and for which these
gentlemen have. the thanks of the party.
Leaving Richmond iu the morning en¬

abled us to see the country passed over by
us during the night on our wriy east. - For
some distance out the . land is rolling, but
not mountainous ; but as we approach Char¬
lottesville we begin to strike the foot-hills
of the Blue Ridge. Charlottesville is the
seat of the University of Virginia, founded
by Thomas Jefferson. It ranks high as an
educational institution. About two miles
east of the city, on an eminence, stands
Monticello, the home or Thomas Jefferson.
A short distance from Charlottesville the
ascent of the Blue Ridge commences, and
the tourist h s a succession of panoramic
views that are truly grand. Theconduetor
of the train called our attention to one just
after passing Afton Station, which he said
was considered the finest on the road.

Staunton was reached for dinner. This
is a prominent point on the road, standing
as it does at the bead of the Shenandoah
Valley. It is the seat of several institu¬
tions of learning and State asylums. Four¬
teen miles west of Staunton the highest
elevation on the line of the road is reached,
being 2,000 feet above tide-water at Rich¬
mond.
From Staunton to Covington tne scenery

fs magnificent. Prominent among the many
points of beauty are Buffalo Gap, Panther
Gap, Clifton Forge Gap, and the gap at
Jackson's river, where it leaves the road
and strikes off to the south. Night over¬
taking us at Covington, sight-seeing was

over, and preparations for passing the night
were in order.
We reached Huntington at 11 o'clock on

Sunday morning, and found the steamier
Scioto"wailing to carry us to Portsmouth,
which was reached at 8 o'clock the same
evening.
After passing the night at Portsmouth,

we reached home on Monday morntng. And
thus ended onqx<tf. the pleaaantest. excur¬
sions ever gotten up; and we cannot'leave
the subject without expressing on behalf of
the excursionists a warm appreciation of
¦the many acts of courtesy extended with¬
out exception by those having the excur¬
sion in charge, ail returning well pleased
with the trip, which they can without any
hesitation whatever recommend Co 'their
friends, feeling that wben they tell all they
can think of that is interesting they can
well say "that the half has not been told.'7
We feel that, for our part, we have not

TEEED BT A WILD BOAR AND SAVED FROM DEATH

BY A BEAR.FIGHTING A WOUNDED BUCK.
'. After yon iboot a deer, you want to be

sure he's dead before you attempt to kill
bim by cutting bis throat."
This w«4 tbe recently-expressed opinion

of Aleck Forbes, of Port Jervis, a well-,
known Erie railway engineer. Aleck and
Charley. Hulsizer, a chum of his, have lately
returned from a two-weeks' hunt in tbe
wilderness of Canada, one hundred and
fifty miles north of St. Thomas.
"Last year Charley and I went out to the

same woods," Aleck continued. "Then I*
got treed by a wild boar, and I thought that
was worse than going down the bank at the
rate of forty miles an honr. You see some
old fallow out there turned some hogs in the
woods three or four years ago, and tbey
went wild. I started one of 'em one day,
and thought I'd have a little fun with bim.
I sent a bullet alter bim. He changed his
course and made plumb for me. I skinned
up a beech-tree. I thought tbe animal 'd
go away when he found I was out of his
reach,. But- be- wasn't- -tbat kind of a

bog. It was colder than Greenland,
and about 2 o'clock in the alter-i
noon. Charley and' tbe *' rest of' tb?
party were scattered about in the woods,
out of hearing. The boar.for he was nr.

boar, and a big one at that.waltzed around:
tbat tree, 'spitting out froth as if he'd*!
chewed a barrel of shaving-soap, and show-;
ing up a pair of tusks like a young rhinoce¬
ros'. He tried to gnaw tbe tree down, and
worked away for an hour with his teeth. I
thought certain he intended to keep right
on till lie brought me down, Butby-and--
by he gave that plan up. The tree wasn't
more than eight inches through, and I think
tbe bog made a mistake In quitting, for
there ain'tany doubt but that he'd a fetched
it by early bed-time. But be stopped gnaw¬
ing.
u Then he went off ten or a dozen feet

and sat down on bis haunches. He grunted
and frothed for at least ten minutes. Then
a new i lea seemed to strike him. He
jumped back to tbe foot of the tree and
commenced to shovel tbe dirt away from it
with his snout, as if he bad a contract to dig
a cellar,.. I saw what be was at in a minute.
He was going to dig up the tree by the
roots. Tben I yelled, 'S'boy, there, s'boy ! '

But tbat bog'd been too lon<? in tbe woods
to s'boy worth a cent. Then I whistled for
an imaginary dog, and called, 'H'yer,
Towzer! h'yer, h'yer, h'yer!' I remem¬
bered that when I was a boy, and the hogs-
got in tbe garden, they always made for the
hole in fhe fence when you whistled for the
dog. But this old fellow only frothed the
more and snorted louder and worked tbe
faster.
"I was near frozen by the time it grew

dark.' The sun went down and the moon
came up, and still tbat hog dug away at tbe
roots of that tree. I could see that he had
a hole around it big enough to bury an ox;
in, and I hope to fly if i didn't tbink tbe
tree: began to totter. It got colder and
colder, and tbe boar kept right on rooting.
I began to wonder who tbey would put on

my engine in my place, and whether tbe
infernal hog would leave my bones so the
boys might - find 'cm and take 'em
home to my folks.. Once, at about
S o'clock, I thought I'd sbln down the
tree and try a race with tbo boar, as I
might as well be killed in trying to get away
as to die like a sheep in a pen. So I began
to let myself quietly down. I had my
hands on the lower branches, with my legs:
hanging down tbe trunk, when tbe hog;
smelt the rat. He "gave a snort tbat made:
the very tree shake, and raised up on bis.
hind feet to meet me half way. I was back
to. within two feet of the top of tbe tree in
less time than it would take a red squirrel
to jump a rail-fence.

"'It's no use/.1 sata. 4 unless some o'.
the boys come alonjrinslde of an; hour; I'm;
a goner.' About ten-minutes after that tlie
hogsuddeuly stopped digging. He seemed;
to listen for a minuto; then, witb a string
of tbe most uneartbly snorts, be started on
a dead run off towards Wolf Swamp.
" ' What's up? ' I said. In less than five

seconds I knew what was up. Out o' the
brush to tbe right came tearing and growl¬
ing one of the biggest bears I ever saw.
He never stopped, but let himself out the
best be knew bow after the boar. Pork is
one of the choice delicacies in the proven¬
der of a bear. The bog bad considerable
start of tbe bear, but at tbe rate the bear
was going, as I saw him by tbe light of the
moon disappear over the brow of the ridge,
I think he must have come up with the
hog and bad bis coveted lunch. I didn't
wait for any news from the seat of war;
but got out of that tree about as lively as I
bad "got into it, picked up my gun, and
made for camp. I got in about 12 o'clock.
The boys bad bceu out looking; forme, and
bad given me up for lost. They felt good
when I showed up.

" But the little circus I had with a wound¬
ed buck this fall I think discounts the boar
ffirbt. A week ago last Friday Charley and
I started a big buck, and we both put a ball
in bim. . 3Iy shot brought him down. He
fell about three rod? from the bank of Crook¬
ed creek, at the, fool, of a big tree. He lay
stretched out as if he'd been dead a week,
and I walked leisurely up to him to cut his
throat. I straddled the carcass, and stooped
over witb my knife in my band to sever
the jugular-vein. I took bold of one of bis
antlers with one hand. He was a Gve-prong
buck, and tbe biggest .one I ever saw. I
was just putting the knife to bis throat
when tbe deer sprang to bis feet. Al¬
though badly wounded, he had only .been
stunned by my shot. He was no sooner
on his feet than he started on at a good
thirty-mile gait, with me on bis horns, like
grim death. I stuck to him for an eighth of
a mile. Then be stopped as suddenly as if
be had fetched up against the side of a bouse.
But I went right on. 1 think I shot ahead
at least twenty feeUbefore 1 touched any¬
thing. I struck in tbe top Of a big oak tree
that had been blown dovvn,.and wentcrash-
ing through the branches as if I'd been shot
out of a cannon. I didn't have time to find
out whether I was hurt or not, for tbe deer
came springing right in after me, and I
knew I had to fight. A wounded buck is
tbe. worst thing a hunter has to deal with
when it comes to close quarters. The way
they can use their horns and feet in a fight
is more than wonderful.

44 1 avoided his fore-feet as he sprang
upon me, grasped one antler with my right
hand, and threw my left arm around bis
neck. It was a lucky thing for me that we
had wounded the deer in the hind-quar¬
ters. This disabled bim badly, and gave
me an advantage. We wrestled over a

space of easy half an acre. He coulcn't
get bis bead up high enough to thrust
his sharp boms into me, although the
rough surface of bis antlers tore m/ haiiu
and it was all that I could do to mai: .

tain my hold. Finally, I became so nearly
exhausted that tbe buck, by a gulden move¬
ment, loosened my. grasp, and threw me
several feet away. .1 fell flat on my back,
and if tbe deer bad followed up bis adYan-
tage he could have beaten me to death with
bis feet in a short; time. But his wound*
were telling on bim, and iustead of cootinu-
iBg the attack be started to Crooked creek.
As I saw him making for tbe water I deter¬
mined to bead bim off if I could, for I was
nfraid be would get Into tbe swift stream
and be carried away, and I would lose him.
alter all. ... .

" Charley was. all this time on a ran, way
back on the ridge, and missed ail the fun.
Although I was near tuckered out, I Jumped
to my feet and started after the. buck. The
creek was only n few rods from where we'd
had the tussle. The bank was three feet or
so high above tho water. The deer was

growing weak, and when he jumped in the
creek I was up to bim, and jumped in after
him. I caught, bim by both bind tegs be¬
tween tbe hoofs and the knees. The water
ivas four feet deep there and quite swift. It
took all my strength and tact to pull the
deer back to the shore, bat I got back and
climbed up the bank. This brought me three
feet above the deer. I raised up Ms bind

legs and brought bis bead under tfce water.
He kicked and strdgirfed, brit be coikldn't;
get bis nose to the surface. I heldbim there
till he wasdrowned. As soon as 1 new be
was dead my strength seemed to leave me
in an instant. I sank down on the bank,
but held on to tbe legs of the buck. I was
sitting that way when Charley came up half
an hour afterwards and banled tbe deer up
the bank. I don't think there was clothes
enough left on me to make a swab for a
shot-gun, and I couldn't 'a been pounded
'Worse if Pd been run through a. bark mill.
The buck weighed 260 pounds."
